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Gillis takes oath as police chief

16-year veteran of Agawam 

Police Department has been 
sworn in as chief following the re- 
tirement of Chief Robert Campbell 
last Friday. 

Chief Eric P. Gillis, 42, who be- 
gan his career with Agawam police 
in 1997 as a patrol officer, was re- 
cently unanimously chosen by a 
selection committee to take over 
the top spot at the department. He 
was sworn in Sunday, Jan. 5. 

Gillis, who was promoted to 
lieutenant in June 2007, is a life- 
long resident of Agawam who said 
he grew up wanting to be a police 
officer. 

“T was that goofy little kid riding 
around playing cops and robbers 
growing up,” he said, adding his 
father was an auxiliary officer for 
the town so he knew a lot of the of- 
ficers on the department then. “It’s 
just something I always aspired 
to.” 

Throughout his career, Gillis 
worked up the ranks from patrol 
officer to sergeant to lieutenant 
with increasing administrative re- 
sponsibilities with each position. 

Most recently, as lieutenant, he

was in charge of all patrol opera- 
tions and was command of the 8 
a.m. to 4 p.m. shift.

get preparation and presentation, 
policy development and coordina- 
tion with other public agencies. In 
addition, Gillis held oversight of 


training division, disaster/special 
response and animal control. 


Stabilization needed 

In his new role as chief, Gillis 
said his immediate concern is sta- 
bilizing the department. 

“We're looking at a deficit of 
seven officers,’ he said. “We re- 
cently hired five officers who 
will begin training at the regional 
police academy in Springfield in 
February. Once those officers are 
trained and on the line, we will still 
have two positions to fill.” 

With more officers available for 
patrol, Gillis said he will be able to 
determine how to best allocate the 
department’s manpower and what 
the best use of resources will be. 

“Obviously we have had some 
retirements, and two officers left 
for Massachusetts State Police,” he 
explained. “When you have only 
51 sworn officers, those things add 
up very quickly.” 

As a result, Gillis said he is start- 
ing his tenure as chief in a “needs 
phase” as opposed to a “wants 
phase,” during which he’ll work

Newly elected officials ready 
to tackle business

AGAWAM - Carmino Mineo has 
been participating in campaigns 
since he was a teenager. 

But it was a proud day for him 
and his father, City Councilor 
Joseph Mineo, to be on opposite 
sides of the stage taking their oaths 
of office at Sunday’s ceremonial 
swearing in of elected officials at 
Roberta Doering School.

gawam’s Early Childhood 

Center (ECC) requires a larg- 
er and more up-to-date facility. An 
outdated building and overcrowd- 
ed classrooms have made this one 
of the district’s top priorities. 

One possible solution to address 
the urgent needs of the town’s pre- 
schoolers was moving the Perry 
Lane facility to the high school 
when it was replaced with a new 
one. But that is no longer an op- 
tion with recent confirmation that 
Agawam is ineligible for a grant 
to help fund construction of a new 
high school. 

For the third year in a row, Aga- 
wam’s application for financial as- 
sistance to replace the current high 
school has been turned down. The 
Massachusetts School Building 
Authority (MSBA) officially noti- 
fied Agawam officials last month 
that the town isn’t among districts 
eligible for a new school building 
construction grant for fiscal year 
2013. 

In a letter to Superintendent 
William Sapelli, MSBA Executive 
Director John K. McCarthy said 
the quasi-independent govern- 
ment authority had reviewed 201 
statements of interest (SOI) for 
FY2013 from 117 different school 
districts.

‘Baby, it’s 
cold outside’ 


REGION - It’s no secret — it’s been pretty 
cold outside these last few days. In order 
to help residents better prepare for win- 
ter storms and extremely cold weather, the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) has available on its website (www. 
ready.gov/winter-weather) tips on ways to 
best prepare for severe winter weather. 

Links available include what to do before, 
during and after a storm and more. 

Given that Agawam has already seen sig- 
nificant snowfall this winter, we thought it 
important to provide Agawam Advertiser 
News readers with these winter storm tips 
from FEMA. 

During Winter Storms and 
Extreme Cold 

¢ Stay indoors during the storm. 

¢ Walk carefully on snowy, icy, walkways. 

e Avoid overexertion when shoveling 
snow. Overexertion can bring on a heart at- 
tack—a major cause of death in the winter. If 
you must shovel snow, stretch before going 
outside. 

¢ Keep dry. Change wet clothing frequent- 
ly to prevent a loss of body heat. Wet clothing 
loses all of its insulating value and transmits 
heat rapidly. 

¢ Watch for signs of frostbite. These include 
loss of feeling and white or pale appearance 
in extremities such as fingers, toes, ear lobes, 
and the tip of the nose. If symptoms are de- 
tected, get medical help immediately. 

¢ Watch for signs of hypothermia. These 
include uncontrollable shivering, memory 
loss, disorientation, incoherence, slurred 
speech, drowsiness, and apparent exhaustion. 
If symptoms of hypothermia are detected, get 
the victim to a warm location, remove wet 
clothing, warm the center of the body first 
and give warm, non-alcoholic beverages if 
the victim is conscious. Get medical help as 
soon as possible. 

¢ Drive only if it is absolutely necessary. If 
you must drive: travel in the day; don’t travel 
alone; keep others informed of your sched- 
ule; stay on main roads and avoid back road 
shortcuts. 

¢ Let someone know your destination, your 
route, and when you expect to arrive. If your 
car gets stuck along the way, help can be sent 
along your predetermined route. 

¢ If the pipes freeze, remove any insulation 
or layers of newspapers and wrap pipes in 
rags. Completely open all faucets and pour 
hot water over the pipes, starting where they 
were most exposed to the cold (or where the 
cold was most likely to penetrate). 

¢ Maintain ventilation when using kerosene 
heaters to avoid build-up of toxic fumes. Re- 
fuel kerosene heaters outside and keep them 
at least three feet from flammable objects. 

¢ Conserve fuel, if necessary, by keeping 
your residence cooler than normal. Tempo- 
rarily close off heat to some rooms. 

¢ If you will be going away during cold 
weather, leave the heat on in your home, set 
to a temperature no lower than 55°F.

Wreathes

AGAWAM - In advance of the “Wreaths 
Across America” event held all over the 
country, 17 wreaths were set up by members 
of a retired military group on Dec. 11. 

Chief Master Sgt. Vincent Viglione, 
Retired, and Chief Master Sgt. Mike Ma- 
jor, Retired, led the 439th Retired Aircraft 
Maintainers to the Massachusetts Veterans 
Memorial Cemetery in Agawam to honor 
fallen comrades. 

Viglione said he wanted to see the wreaths 
given to the Agawam cemetery to go just a 
little bit farther. 

“They only give the cemetery about 
2,000 wreaths,” said Viglione. “When they 
come to the cemetery, they are only able 
to do a section of the cemetery each year. 
We thought we would come out and honor 
members of our group that had passed away 
so more people at the cemetery could have a 
wreath this year.” 

Majors arranged to have 17 wreaths and 
brought several members of the Maintainers 
to the cemetery to place them. 

The Maintainers meet for lunch at Westo- 
ver Air Reserve Base at least once a month. 
Viglione leads the group, and traveled from 
his home in Belchertown to lead the wreath- 
laying. 

He said there are 111 retired maintain- 
ers on the “Final Flight” list. The list is a 
completion of members of the maintainers 
that have died over the years. Seventeen 
members of the list are buried at the Veter- 
ans Cemetery while the rest are buried in 
other cemeteries, likely with their families, 
Viglione said. 

He said the wreaths are the group’s way 
of giving back to those who served with 
them. 

“Whenever we have the opportunity to 
give back, we like to do that,” said Viglione. 
“The Air Force is a family and we stress 
teamwork. 

It took teamwork to get all the wreaths 
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laid at gravesites of veterans

placed throughout the cemetery. More than 
15 veterans in the Maintainers group spent 
about 30 minutes in below-freezing temper- 
atures with the wind blowing to place the 
wreaths. 

After the wreath-laying, the Agawam Se- 
nior Center hosted the veterans for coffee 
and doughnuts. 

Majors recalled organizing the event and 
said he did it to pay tribute to those he served 
with. Majors said he spent more than half of 
his life working at the base. 

“We went to war with these people,” said 
Viglione. Many veterans of the 439th served 
during the Vietnam War, Desert Storm, Op- 
eration Iraqi Freedom, and Operation En- 
during Freedom. The Maintainers were de- 


ployed to Iraq and provided support to the 
Air Force during the Iraq operations. 

Viglione says that he is hoping that the 
tradition will continue in future years and his 
group will make the wreath-laying a regular 
tradition. Any members of the Final Flight 
list that are buried at the Massachusetts Vet- 
erans Memorial Cemetery in Agawam will 
have wreaths placed at their headstones at 
Christmas time. 

The Maintainers praised the computer 
system at the cemetery, saying how easy it is 
to look up the names and locations of those 
that are buried there. 

On Dec. 14, more than 400 volunteers, in- 
cluding individuals, town officials, and scout 
groups placed wreaths at the cemetery. 


Pan-Mass Challenge registration opens Jan. 15

The PMC is a fully-supported bike-a- 
thon that takes cyclists through 46 cities and 
towns across the Commonwealth. Cyclists 
come from 38 states and five countries rep- 
resenting riders of various cycling experi- 
ence levels, cancer survivors and current 
cancer patients, ages 13 to over 80. The 35th 
annual event will offer 13 routes that range 


from 25 to 190 miles over one or two days. 
Fundraising minimums range from $500 to 
$4,300. 

Known as “seed money,’ PMC funds 
enable clinicians and scientists to pursue 
innovative research that is not yet eligible 
for government or industry funding. PMC 
money could be funding the next cures for 
cancer.

Don’t leave furry 
friends in the cold 


hile Mother Nature has surely been 

wishy-washy with the weather this 
winter, its imperative we don’t forget about 
our four-legged furry friends when it comes 
to their seasonal needs. 

The Massachusetts Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (MEMA) has offered tips to 
help pet owners ensure they are being re- 
sponsible caregivers during these wonky 
winter months in New England. 

First, do not leave your pet outdoors when 
temperatures drop below freezing. You 
wouldn’t want to be out there - why would 
the dog? 

They need outdoor exercise, but take care 
not to keep them outdoors for lengthy peri- 
ods of time during very cold weather. Pets 
that are mostly indoors need time to adapt to 
cold temperatures by building up a thicker 
coat and toughening their footpads for ice 
and snow. 

Short-coated dogs may feel more com- 
fortable wearing a sweater during walks. 

We shod our feet in thick winter boots that 
are weather and waterproof to prevent frost- 
bite and the same goes for our pet; we need 
to care for their feet, too. If your pet walks 
on salted or chemically treated areas, be sure 
to wash its paws after your walk. Gently rub 
the bottom of the feet to remove these irri- 
tants as soon as your dog is off the road. 

Many dogs need boots in cold weather, 
regardless of their coat length. If your dog 
frequently lifts up its paws, whines or stops 
during walks, it may be demonstrating its 
feet are uncomfortably cold. 

Wind-chill is also a threat to pets, even 
those protected by shelters. Outdoor dogs 
must be protected by a dry, draft-free dog- 
house that is large enough to allow it to 
both sit and lie down comfortably, but small 
enough to retain body heat. 

The floor should be elevated a few inches 
off the ground and covered with cedar shav- 
ings or straw. The entrance of the doghouse 
should be turned to face away from prevail- 
ing winds, and the entrance should be cov- 
ered with a flap of heavy waterproof fabric

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them is really inside, enjoying the warmth 
of the house. 

And, just like the hot summer months, 
never leave a pet locked inside a car during 
extremely cold weather. Cars can actually 
act like a refrigerator, holding in cold air, 
putting your pet at risk. 

Also, be leery of frozen bodies of water. 
Always keep pets on a leash when walking 
near suspected frozen bodies of water like 


lakes or ponds. The ice may not be sturdy 
enough to support its weight. If a pet falls 
through the ice, do not attempt to rescue it 
yourself; call 911 or go for help. 

Other big dangers of the winter months 
are antifreeze and de-icing chemicals, which 
can be extremely hazardous. Many types of 
antifreeze have a sweet taste that can attract 
animals, but if they ingest the chemical it 
may prove to be fatal. Always store anti-

freeze out of reach and clean up spills. 

Finally, be sure to make sure there are no 
animals seeking warmth and shelter inside 
your car engine. Warm automobile engines 
are dangerous for cats and small wildlife. 

Parked vehicles can attract small animals, 
which may crawl under the hood to seek 
warmth. To avoid injuring hiding animals, 
bang on your car’s hood to scare them off 
before starting your engine.

Chronicles 1937. The cover is purple and 
silver, the class colors. If you go to the lower 
level of the town library, you can borrow one 
and learn that the class president was Lino 
(John) Schinelli, the Turk Bruno of 1937 and 
the father of Velveteen Judy Serra. Lino was 
awarded a medal by the Western Massachu- 
setts Sports Writers’ Association for being 
the second most valuable player in Western 
Mass. during the 1936 season. 

Other ‘37s were Abbie Abrams, sister of 
Gen. Creighton Abrams; Agnes (Swanson) 
Howard, class vice-president; Esther DePal- 
ma, daughter of the town school bus com- 
pany family; David Blackburn; Ruth (Kerr) 
Roberts and her husband Woodrow; Walter 
Kerr, later our state rep; Lawrence Scherpa; 
Domit Shaer; George Webster and William 
Walsh. 

William Walsh was born Nov. 20, 1919. 
He went to Danahy School for six years and 
then spent the next six years at the Main 
Street School, which was both the junior and 
the senior high schools in the “30s. In his se- 
nior year “Billy” was pretty busy. He was on 
the student council, in the senior play, in the 
operetta, on the basketball team, on the base- 
ball team and was the editor of the Agawam 
Mirror. In the class ballot, William was his

classmates’ first choice for Wittiest Boy and 
second choice for Smartest Boy, Boy Most 
Likely To Succeed and Best Actor. 

Bill tried some football at AHS, but when 
he got hit pretty hard try- 
ing to tackle a runner, 
Harmon Smith suggested 
that maybe he should 
stick to basketball and 
baseball. Bill did that, 
playing both at Mass 
State (now UMass Am- 
herst). In his senior year, 
he was captain of the bas- 
ketball team. 

After college, Bill en- 
listed in the Navy. He graduated from Of- 
ficers Training School and served as a lieu- 
tenant in the Aleutian Islands until the war 
ended in 1945. Back home, he worked for 
the town until he began law school at Boston 
University in September 1946. He started 
his own practice in 1949, which he contin- 
ued until 1963 when he was appointed to 
be a judge in the Springfield District Court. 
Judge Walsh retired from the court in 1987, 
but continued working five more years for a 
Springfield law firm. 

Many times I have shown sports pictures 
to players in the picture asking them to iden- 
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tify the other players. Very seldom (better, 
hardly ever) do they know everyone. Two 
years ago I showed Judge Walsh a picture 
of the 1938 basketball team. He knew both 
names of every player. 
That’s very unusual, es- 
pecially since he was 
in college and not even 
on the team. He was 91 
when I showed him the 
picture. 

Judge Walsh is more 
amazing in golf. He has 
been for nearly 20 years 
what golfers call an age 
shooter - a golfer who 
scores less than or equal to his age. When Bill 
was 74 he shot a 74. What percent of golfers 
have ever shot a 74? How old were they when 
they did? This past golf season he shot a 42 
for nine holes. Absolutely incredible. 

Judge Walsh’s wife Rosalie is one of Aga- 
wam’s original “Soccer Moms” and one of 
the nicest persons you could ever meet. She 
and Bill raised nine children, all of whom 
went to AHS. William, Jr. “70, Moira ‘71, 
Nancy ‘73, Michael ‘74, Caroline ‘76, Kath- 
erine ‘79, Barbara ‘83, Mary ‘83 and Tina 
“87. There are 20 Walsh grandchildren and 
one great-granddaughter named Indigo. 
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William Walsh 


When asked about Judge Judy, Judge 
Walsh said her shows were similar to his 
cases in small claims court. One thing is 
for sure, Judge Judy won’t be beating Judge 
Walsh in golf.

Soul food in demand 
in winter 


heard a quote this week: “What is rare is 

precious.” And although the context of 
the program I was watching was about de- 
cluttering, it made me think long and hard 
about the truth of the statement in gardening 
terms. My flower garden was a riot of color 
just three months ago. Most days I passed it 
without so much as a second glance. Now, as 
it is blanketed in snow I find myself in need 
of a flower, not a riot, but just one or two to 
lift my spirits. 

Perhaps you too found 
yourself idling in the flo- 
rist section of the grocery 
store this week. Primroses 
have arrived! In almost ev- 
ery shade of the rainbow, I 
would have traded a pot of 
them for anything on my 
list. Food for the soul, I 
guess. Primroses will be in 
good supply now through 
Easter. They can be grown 
indoors successfully in fil- 
tered sunlight as long as 
night temperatures are a Fait 
cool 50 to 60 degrees and 
day temperatures remain 
lower than 80 degrees. 
Many types of primrose 
make great garden plants; 
check the label to make sure 
the one you purchase is hardy before plant- 
ing it outdoors. I have had a clump bloom- 
ing for years now that started out as a potted 
plant purchased as “soul food” one winter. 
After enjoying yours indoors, let it harden 
off a bit before planting it in the ground in 
late spring; a partly shady spot with moisture 
retentive soil is best. 

Soon enough forced hyacinths and other 
spring bulbs will also be available at florist 
shops and garden centers. I am partial to 
hyacinths because of how wonderful they 
smell. Some would disagree with me here, 
citing all sorts of physical reactions to such 
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a heady scent. Yes it is strong, but purely de- 
lightful in my opinion. I might even go as 
far as to say that hyacinths are “the smell 
of spring.” This fall I purposely saved two 
bulbs to force in water on my windowsill. I 
stored them for approximately 12 weeks ina 
paper bag at 50 to 55 degrees. Now it is time 
to encourage rooting by positioning the bulb 
in a forcing glass or vase so that water comes 
right to its base but does not cover it. I will 
keep the bulbs cool and dark 
for another 2 to 3 weeks, re- 
plenishing water as needed. 
When at least two inches of 
roots extend into the water, 
the vase will be brought into 
the light and voila’, flowers 
will form. Unfortunately, 
bulbs forced in this manner 
have little reserves left for 
repeat bloom but those that 
are forced in pots can defi- 
nitely be planted in the gar- 
den later on. Simply remove 
the flower stalks once they 
are finished blooming, then 
allow the foliage to yellow 
and brown. Once the bulbs 
have dried completely you 
can store them in onion bags 
until fall and plant them in 
the ground as you normally 
would. 

As I contemplate the New Year, I ponder 
the rare is precious quote and will plan ac- 
cordingly in my gardens and elsewhere.

Food resolutions 
made simple 


kay, so the holidays are over and we 

are all feeling guilty about our overin- 
dulgence of food. Since two of 
the top five New Year’s resolu- 
tions are to lose weight and eat 
healthier, I want to share one of 
my healthiest meals. 

Although most of the recipes 
that I publish are not consid- 
ered “diet food,” they are dishes 
that I love and refuse to forfeit. 
Today’s recipe is what I nor- 
mally eat on a regular basis. It 
is quick to prepare after a nine- 
hour workday and it is baked in 
one pan. 

The recipe calls for broccoli, 
but I have had success with 
Brussels sprouts, green beans, 
green or yellow squash, carrots, 
and several other vegetables. 
Chicken tenders are used rath- 
er than chicken breasts to synchronize the 
cooking time for both the veggies and the 
chicken. If chicken breasts are on sale, you 
may cut them into three long strips about the 
same size as the tenders to coordinate the 
cooking time. I have more than one mari- 
nade recipe and I honestly never measure 
any of the ingredients but I have done so here 
so you don’t have to think. 


Chicken and Broccoli 
3 T. Italian dressing 
1 T. lemon juice 
1/4 tsp. oregano 
1/4 tsp. minced garlic 
6 chicken tenders 
1 - 2 T. cooking oil 
2-3 C. broccoli florets 
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Combine Italian dressing, lemon juice, 
oregano, and garlic in a medium bowl. Add 
chicken tenders, toss to 
coat well and set aside. 
Line arimmed cookie sheet 
with aluminum foil. Place 
a rack on one side of the 
cookie sheet (see notes). 
Spray foil and rack with 
nonstick cooking spray. Set 
aside. Pour cooking oil on 
the side without the rack 
and toss broccoli until well 
coated. Spread broccoli in 
a single layer. Bake on bot- 
tom rack in a 425 degree 
oven for 16-20 minutes 
or until chicken is cooked 
through. Yield: 2 servings. 


NOTES: You may bake 
the chicken without a rack, 
although I prefer it. I use a rack from my 
toaster oven because it is the perfect size. 
I recommend tossing the broccoli halfway 
through baking. Use just enough cooking oil 
to coat the broccoli. I do not salt and pepper 
the chicken since the dressing includes salt 
and I prefer to season my veggies with salt 
and pepper after they are cooked and on my 
plate.

Effective communication 

Another focus of Gillis’ administration will be looking to 
better communicate with the public via social media sites 
like Facebook, Twitter or Instagram, and using an updated 
website to allow residents to file reports online.

Doering’s contributions to the community led to a pause in 
the ceremonies as she spoke briefly and expressed her grati- 
tude to the community. 

“T am very grateful to the voters who continue to enable 
me to do this,” she said. “The lives of our children are so 
important. We have to support them as a community.” 

Sworn in for his seventh non-consecutive term was Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen, who was re-elected in November facing 
no competition on the ballot. 

Cohen called for unity among elected officials to move 
Agawam forward in his remarks. 

“T have a hope that this community can work together,” he 
said. “We need to move past old debates talking about today 
and tomorrow. I am optimistic that we will remain a strong 
community.” 

Cohen said he will be looking to continue economic devel- 
opment in his next term, including revitalizing the downtown 
corridor on Springfield Street. One his current endeavors is 
a mixed-use zone being proposed for the area near the old 
Games and Lanes building on Walnut Street Ext. 

Other priorities include moving forward with the new dog 
park, paving roads that need it, and building a balanced bud- 
get that gives citizens needed services while being mindful 
of the difficult economic climate. 

“We are in an environment that demands that we do more 
with less,” said Cohen. “That is the goal as we start the bud- 
get process very soon.” 

Newly elected officials Carmino Mineo (school commit- 
tee) and Anthony Suffriti (city council) also took the oath of 
office Sunday. 

Mineo won the election in his first bid for a seat. He and 
his father said it was a great moment being part of the same 
swearing-in ceremony. 

“Tt’s just very special,” said Joseph Mineo. “I could not be 
more proud of Carmino. He worked very hard, went door-to- 
door. He is well-educated and will do a good job.” 

Carmino Mineo said he has grown up around politics and 
community involvement. He is looking forward to helping 
tackle issues as a member of the school community. 

“T grew up in this community and we have a lot of things 
going on,” said the younger Mineo. “We have a new track we 
are working on. That’s going to be a big focal point.”

tempt at the office. He ousted incumbent Robert Magovern.

new building,” said the superintendent. 


High school structurally sound 

With several surrounding districts recently building new 
high schools, AHS — which opened in 1955 — is now one 
of the oldest high schools in the area. “But, to our district’s 
credit, it is well-maintained and structurally 
sound. There is not an overcrowding issue,” 
added Sapelli. One of the key factors the 
MSBA looks at is determining if a building 
is outgrowing its capacity. 

The MSBA’s rejection is disappointing 
news to those seeking a new high school. 
Had the MSBA accepted Agawam’s recent 
application, the town would have become 
eligible for funds that could have paid from 
31 percent to 80 percent of school construc- 
tion costs for a new high school. 

The bigger impact, however, may be on 
the plans to relocate the ECC. The ECC 
requires a larger facility to accommodate additional class- 
rooms as well as to provide private bathrooms and changing 
rooms for preschool youngsters and an area for teachers to 
meet with parents. 


A fiscal blow to ECC plans 
The MSBA’s decision dealt a fiscal blow to fulfilling those 
needs at a minimal cost by relocating the ECC to the cur- 
rent high school. Sapelli said he has reconvened the Facility 
Needs Committee (FNC) that will meet this month to begin 
reviewing the needs of the ECC as well as what renovation 
could take place at the high school.

The superintendent said the town is already moving ahead 
with some renovations at the high school, from redoing the 
sports track and bleachers to renovating locker rooms to 
making the auditorium more accessible for those with dis- 
abilities. Sapelli said the high school will get some attention 
in areas where it is deficient, but not everything will be ad- 
dressed immediately. 

“Our number one priority is the early childhood center,” 
said Sapelli. “The FNC’s primary focus 
will be on the dire need for an early child- 
hood center — a new early childhood cen- 
ter.” 

He cited two main reasons: one is the 
condition of the present facility and the 
other is overcrowding. Sapelli added that 
overcrowded conditions already have 
forced the district to move two ECC class- 
rooms to the James Clark School. 


MSBA won’t help fund new ECC 
Sapelli said later this year the town will 
likely apply for some type of renovation grant from MSBA 
for work at the high school. However, since the MSBA 
doesn’t cover early childhood facilities, he said the town 
would have to provide all the funds. A new ECC could cost 
approximately $4 million. 

The last time that Agawam built a new school was more 
than 40 years ago. The town received MSBA funds to as- 
sist in building the junior high school that opened in 1972. 
Junior high school students had been attending classes at the 
original high school on Main Street — built in the 1920s — that 
now serves as the middle school.
